Pacermo, June 19,—Yesterday the General Extraor- 
dinary Patliament was solemnly opened by a Speech from 
is Royal. Highness the Hereditary Prince, which will re- 
‘main itmpressed on the memories, and written in the kearts 
of the Sicilians, on account of the noble sentiments im- 
pressed in it by the Illustrious Prince; it was to the follow- 


ing purport :—— | 
4 Dear and beloved Sicilians,~From the moment that m 
[itustrious Father commitied to my care the reins of Govern- 
ment, all my views have heen solely directed ta provide for 
_vaur relief and benefit, To give, therefore, a stable aspect ta 
the public affairs of this kingdom, I have judged it necessary to 
assemble this General Extraordinary Pafitament, to provide 
for the necessities of the State, the emendation of the laws, and 
the reformation of abuses which have crept imby the lapse of 
time, and toestablish a well-regulated public order, With re- 
spect to the first object, the necessities of the State, I conld 
have wished, my faithful Sicilians, that it bad not been neces- 
sary to make any demand on you; but this is impossible io 
times of such scarcity, and when it is uecessary to provide libe~ 
rally for your defence against an enemy, Who continually threni- 
ens to make you his slaves, to dissipate your substance, tu gra- 
tify his caprice, and to tear from you your children, to be made 
the instruments of his ambitious and despotie designs, calawmities 
trom which, thank Gud, ig consequence of the provident care 
of my August Parent, and the efficacious aid of our powerful 
Ally, vou have hitherto been exempt. T have takeu care that 
yoo Stall avt want supplies in this unfortunate year of penury,
